*  And,  about  the  Time  of  the  Treaty  at  l/x^ 
hridge^  he  excufed  himfelf  to  the  Queen  by  a  Let« 
ter  under  his  own  Hand,  as  forced  to  that  Trea* 
ty  by  the  mutinous  Motions  of  htsmungrel  Par* 
hameat  at  Oxford  \  and  that  he  could  not  find 
any  two  of  them  of  his  Mind,  elfe  he  would  not

*  After  this  it  is  fatd,  ^at  they  had  Caufi  enougt 
to  remember  that  the  King  fimiti$nes  denied  t$  re'- 
ceive  their  bumble  Petitions ;  but  they  neither  tell 
where  nor  when,  which  I  am  moft  confident  the  j 
cannot ;  but  I  am  certain  that  the  King  bath  fent 
divers  Meflages  of  Peace  to  them,  unto  li^hich  he 
hath  yet  had  no  Ahfwer;  namely,  his  laft  from 
Ojefordy  of  the  15th  of  January^  1645,  and  all 
the  reft  fince.     As  for  the  Fight  at  Brefn/brd; 
whofoever  will  read  the  CoUedion  of  the  I/ecla- 
rations  in  Print  upon  that  SubjeA,  will  clearly 
find  that  the  King  hath  more  Reafon  to  com<r 
plain  than  they,  under  Colour  of  Treaty,  fought 
to  inviron  him  with  their  Forces,    than  tliej 
for  what  he  then  did*      And  his  Retreat  was 
neither  for  Fear  nor  with  Shame ;  for  the  ap« 
pearing  of  the  Enemy  made  htm  retard,  not  ha^ 
ften,  his  Orders  for  retiring,  which  divers  Hours  be- 
fore their  appearing  he  had  given  ;  which  he^id 
without  any  Lofs'  at  all ;  but,  on  the  contiaiy. 
retreated  With  more  Arms,  eleven  Colours,  anq 
fifteen  Pieces  of  Ordnance,  befides  good  Store  of 
Ammunition,  than'  he  had  before :    And,  for 
Cruelty,  there  was  hot  a  Drop  of  Blood  (hed  but 
in  the  Heat  of  the  Fight,  for  I  faw  above  50O 
Prifoners,  who,  only  promifing  never  after  to  bear 
Arms  againft  the  King,  were  freely  releafed. 
*  Again  they  feem  to  have  good  Memories,  fay- 
ing. That  the  IGng  once  fent  them  a  fpeciouf  AAf- 
fage  of  renewing  a  Treaty^  when  at  the  fame  Time 
his  Meffenger  was  inftruifed  how  to  manage  that

*  As  to  the  Delays  you  charge  upon  the  Parlia- 
ment, in  that  they  anfwer  your  Papers  fometimes 
late,  and  fometimes  not  at  all,  yet  require  peremp-* 
tory  and  fpeedy  Refolutions  froth  you,  as  if  their 
Dealings  were  unequal  towards  you }  I  hope  you 
will  give  over  making  fuch  Conftru£ltions,  when 
you  (hall  confider  hew  much  more  Bufinefs  lies' 
upon  their  Hands  than  upon  yours  \  and  how 
mua))  flower  Progrels  the  fame  Affairs  muft  needs 
find  in  pafling  both  Houfes,  than   if  they  were 
to  be  difpatched  only  by  four  or  five  Commif- 
fioners.     Were  n6t  I  confcious  to  this  Truth, 
and   to  the  abundant  Civility  they  have  always* 
&ewn  for  you  in  their  undelayed  reading,  prefent 
referring,  and  Defire  of  complying  with,  what 
you  fend  them,  fo  far  as  might  confift  with  their 
Duty  to,  this  Common-wealth,  and  that  they- 
want  nothing  but  Time  to  fay  fo,  I  fhould  never 
have  prefumed  to  tiuft  fo  great  a  Caufe  upon  the 
Patronage  of  fo  rude  a  Pen,     Neither  indeed  is  it 
left  there,  my  Defigh  being  to   let  the  World 
imagine  how  flrong  a  Stream  of  Juftice  runs  on 
our  Side,  when  I  dare  oppofe  the  Reafons  of  my- 
fingle  Bark  affainft  all  the  Advantages  of  Number, 
Abilities,  and   Countenance  that  you  can  meet

•f  unto  themfelves  to  give  us  their  A^ftancc  in  the

*  'Secondly^  There  will  be  no  great  Encourage-, 
ment  for  any  Obftinacy  of  that  Kind,  when  it 
{hall  be  remembered  that  the  Party  obftrufting 
the  Peace  muft  continue  to  join  in  the  War,  ana 
is  liable  to  all  the  Confequences  thereof. 

r  Thirdly^  '  There  is  another  and  a  more  natural

'  '  To  return  to  the  Nature  of  Confederacies.  Is 
^  the  War  wherein  we' are  joined  an  Invafion  from 
*- without?  Any  one  Man  of  cither  Side,  if  he 
^  have-  Strength  enough,  hath  Authority  enough  to 

*  end  it,  by  repelling  the  Invader.  Is  ifa  Rebellion 
•'from  tvithin  ?  It  were  ftrange  to  think  that  any 

*  Law  or  Engagement  fliould  hinder  a  fingle  Mai^ 

*  from  ending  it,  if  he  be  able,  by  fuppreiEng  of  the 

*  Rebels.     The  unv^orthy  Friend   in  the  Fabl^, 

*  when  his  Companion,  and  he  met  a  Bear  in  the

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Tfeif  ;  but  he  fliould  not  have  fought  his  Safety  m  ^"^V.?"' 
a  Tree,  without  taking  his  Friend  along  with 
him. 

*  One  Thing  more  I  (hall  add  to  juftify  the  Rea- 
fon  of  this  eighth  Article,  fuch  as  might,  for  its 
Clearnefs  of  being  implied,  have  excufed  its  be- 
ing lifted  among  the  reft.  Never  did  any  People 
that  joined  in  Arms  with  a  Neighbour  Nation, 
patch  up  a  Peace  apart  with  more  Difhonour  to 
itfelf,  than  either  of  us  fhould  do,  if  we  could 
imagine  ourfelves  to  be  fo  vile  5  for  the  common 
Enemy  in  this  War  is  not  a  Stranger  unto  either 
Kirtgdom,  but  the  King  of  both ;  fo  as  which 
foevcr  of  the  two  clofeth  with  him  by  itfelf,  be- 
fore Confent  that  there  fhall  be  at  all  a  Clofure^ 
doth  not  only  withdraw  From  the  other  thofe  Aids  ' 
it  (hould  contribute,  but,  of  a  fworn  Brother, 
becomes  an  open  Enemy. 
^  Here  I  muft  obferve,  that  as  you  put  an  Inter- 
pretation upon  this  Article  which  it  will  not 
bear,  and,  from  the  Power  you  have  thereby  of 
hinderiiig  us  from  agreeing  with  the  King  at  all, 
would  enable  yourfelves  to  pry  into  the  Particulars 
of  our  Agreement ;  fo  you  do  not  once  glance 
at  the  Point  which  was  the  true  genvfme  Scope  of 
the  Article :  You  do  not  proteft  againft  '?Qur 
making  Peace  with  this  Man,  and  give,  fuch  Rea- 
fons  as  yehu  did  upon  a  lefs  Occahon.

doms  had  (not  of  a  Reconcilement  with  him,  but) 
of  fufEering  him  to  come  near  the  Parliament  of 
England^  until  Satisfadion  were  given  for  the. 
Blood  which  he  had  then  caufed  to  be  (bed  in 
tly  three  Kingdoms :  In  fine  i  you  do  not  fay, 
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for  you  need  not  give  us  your  Reafof\s,  that  yoiil 
will  make  ho  Peace  with  the  King,  therefore  we 
ought  not  'y  but  you  do  as  bad  as  fay  that  you  have 
made-  your  Peace  already,  and  that  not  only  with- 
out our  Confent,  (in  defpite  of  the  Article  which 
you  urge  againft  us)  but  without  pur  Privity  % 
that  you  are  come  to  a  Degree  beyond  being 
Friends^with  him,  to  be  Advocates  for  him ;  not 
in  meditating  that  his  Submiffion  might  be  accept-

I  fiiall 
therefore  endeavour  tp  tell  you,  as  near  as  I  can^ 
jiaving  t>een  an  attentive  W  itnefs  to  moft  of  theic 
l)ebates  upon  that  Subjedl^  what  it  was  that 
moved  theni  to  give  your  Challenge  fo  much  Pro* 
hability  of  Advantage  as  this  amounts  unto;  Yhu, 
ajk.that  now  wtthut  being  aiHfwered^  whitb  ym 
imri  mt  to  have  without  asking.  You  were  io^ 
and,  that  from  theie  two  Roots ;  one  was  th^ 
extraordinary  Care  the  Parliament  had  to  omit 
no  hSt^  no  Circumftanpe  of  Civility  towards 
yon,  which  might  expr^fs  or  vprefervie  the  Amity 
zifA.  Cprrefpondence  betwixt  them  and  youc 
Maifters,  though  they  Were  not  ignorant  what 
extreme  Prejudice  courteous  and  good-nature4 
Men  have  often  drawn  upon  tbenafelvea  in  their 
dealing  with  Perfons  of  a  conuary  Difpofition*, 
Another  was,  fince  both  Kingdoms  have  beea 
embarked  in  the  fam«  Caufe,  as  Men  o( 
War,  and  were  afterwrards  reiolved  to  trade  for 
Peace  ;  fince  the  Commodities  of  both  were  tq 
be  iftowed  in  the  fame  Bottom,  and  bound  for  the 
fame  Port ;  we  thought  it  but  an  ordinary  Piece 
of  Friendfltip  for  us,  who  could  make  no  Mar«* 
kfis  when  we  (botdd  be  arrived  without  youc 
AUowancej  to  open. and  let  you  fee,  before  we 
kmnched,  our  fevecal  Parcels  and  Inftni&ions 
coAoeming  what  we  would  export  and  what  bring 
liwiei  not  that  we  meant  to  coafult  you  wha^ 
5  «  Kind 
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Kind  of  Merchandize  you  thought  fittcft  for  u$ 
to  deal  in,  (which,  queftionlefs,  is  better  known 
at  the  Exchange  than  at  Edinburgh)  nor  to  follow 
fuch  Advice  therein,  as  you  fhould  give  us  with- 
out afldng,  any  farther  than  we  liked  it ;  and  fo 
far  the  beft  Merchant  in  London  is  content  to  be 
ruled  by  the  Swabber  of  his  Ship;  but  merely  to  the

Lieutenant-Colonel  Salmon's  Information  relate 
ing  to  the  Dijlurbances  at  Exeter. 

Monday y  May  8,  1 648. 

r\  N  the  Day  aibrefaid,  I  rendezvoufed  at  £^/ Several  Infermi- 
^^  fix  Companies  of  Foot  of  Sir  /ferrfr^  tiom  rdatim 
Waller's  Regiment ;  which  fix  Companies  I  was  "**•***• 
commanded  to.condu£t  to  Exony  to  the  end  I 
might  fecure  the  faid  City  againft  any  Surprize  or 
other  Attempt ;  as  alfo  to  hinder  any  Tumult  or 
Infurredtion.  From  the  Rendezvous  I  fent  the 
Quarter -Mafter  to  take  up  Quarters  in  Exon\ 
and,  not  long  after,  I  came  to  the  faid  City, 
where  I  delivered  a  Letter  to  the  Mayor  and  Al* 
dermen  from  my  Colonel,  Sir  Hardrefs  Waller  5 
at  which  Time  I  alfo  acquainted  them  with  the 
Order  for  my  marching  thither,  and  defired  that 
Quarters  might  be  provided  for  the  faid  fix  Com- 
panies under  my  Command ;  whereupon  the  faid 
Mayor  and  Aldermen  defired  me  to  withdraw } 
and,  foon  after  calling  me  in  again,  they  defired 
two  Hours  Time  to  confider  of  it)  and,  during 
that  Time,  that  the  Soldiers  might  be  ft^ed 
without  the  City.  To  which  I  replied.  That 
the  Soldiers  were  already  come  in,  or  very  nigh 
the  City  ;  upon  which  they  faid,  I  had  furprized 
them,  and  that  they  would  not  appoint  us  Quar- 
ters ;  but  faid.  They  looked  up6n  us  as  Enemies, 
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and  Men  not  fit  to  be  trufted ;  and  that  if  thef 
bad  received  more  timely  Notice  of  our  marching 
in,  they  would  have  ihut  the  Gates   againft  us,  ^ 
and   have  kept  us  out;  and  further^  except  we 
Would  march  out  again,  they  would  return  no 
other  Anfwer  than  formerly*     Whereupon  I  re- 
paired to  the  Companies,  and  acquainted   the 
Officers  with  the  afore/'aid  OfFers,  defiring  to 
know  whether  they  were  willing  to  march  out 
again   or  no ;  who  anfwcred  negatively :  After  ^ 
which  Anfwer  I   inftantly  .went  again   to  the 
Mayor,  accompanied  with  divers  of  our  Of£cer»» 
and  acquainted   the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  that» 
by  reafon  of  their  long  March,  the  Offices  andl 
Soldiers  were  uii willing  to  march   out  of  the 
Town,  but  were  wilHng  to  flay  iA  the  Church- 
Yard    until   their    Quarters    were    appointed : 
Whereupon  Mr.  Mayor  replied.  He  would  not 
appoint  us  any  Quarters.     At  which  Conference 
Mr.  Clarke  J  jun.^  of  Exon^  faid,  That  we  of  the 
Army  had  done  no  Service  for  the  Parliament ; 
and  that  the  additional  Ordinance  touching  Bil** 
letting  and  Quartering  was  not  an  Ordinance  of 
Parliament.     After  which  Difcourfe  we  returned 
to  our  Companies,  acquainting  them  that  we 
could  not  quarter  them  that  Night  without  Di- 
flurbance  and  Hazard  of  much  Bloodfhed. 
'^  I  having  received  Intelligence  that  Mr.  Mayor 
had  commanded  the  Citizens  to  (hut  up^  their 
Shops  and  Doors  to  prevent  our  quartering  ;  and 
tha<  if  we  Ihould  offer  to  force  into  their  Houfes- 
for  Quarter,  or  make  any  Stir,  that  the  Bell 
(hould  ring  that  fo  the  Town  might  rife  againft 
us  ;  after  the  Hearing  of  this,  I  again  returned 
to  Mr..  Mayor;  and  certain  other  Officers  with 
me,  and   coming  to  his  Houfe  found  the  Door 
fliut,  where  I  knocked,  defu-ing  to  fpeak  with 
Mr.  Mayor ;  .who,  coming,  to  the  Dpor^  demand- 
ed what  my  Bufinefs  was,  and  faid  if  it  was  for 
quartering  of  Soldiers,  he  would  keep  the  Doors 
againft  us  :  But  I  replying  I  came*  only  to  fpeak 
with  him,  he  opened  the  Door  i  when>  after  £n-*

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trance,  I  acquainted  him  that  I  "heard  he  had  An.  24C«r.  f, 
commanded  the  Citizens  to  (hut  up  their  Shops 
and  Doors  againft  us,  and  if  our  Men  (hould 
make  any  Stir  for  Quarter  that  the  Bell  fliould  be 
rung  out,  that  the  City  might  generally  rife  againft 
lis;  who  told  me  it  \vas  true  he  had  glven^that 
CcJmmand :  Whereupon  I  told  him  I  was  foriy 
to  hear  it,  and  that  notwithftanding  bis  harfb 
Command,  I  {hould  endeavour  to  preferve  the 
Peace  of  the  City  ;  and  therefore  deiired  that  he 
would  be  pleafed  to  appoint  mefofne  Churches  or 
Out-houfes,  where  my  Soldiers  might  be{helter«> 
ed  from  the  Weather ;  whereupon  he  gave  xm 
the  Key  of  a  ChurchJ  too  little  to  (Contain  half 
my  Men.  I  defiring  that  he  would  appoint  fome 
other  Places  or  Churches  more  for  the  Men  to  lie 
in,  this  he  utterly  refufed  j  infomuch,  that  I  was 
conftrained  to  quarter  one  Company  where  Hogs 
ufually  lay,  another  in  a  Church  Porch  and 
Yard,  a  third  in  a  little  Church  appointed  ty 
the  Mayor,  the  fourth  and  fifth  in  an  open  Pla^c 
under  a  Part  of  the  Common  Hall, and  I  perfuad- 
ed  the  fixth  Company  to  feek  out  a  Quarter,  who, 
after  diligent  Inquiry,  found  out  and  lodged  in 
the  Hofpital  and  Yard.  Thus  haying,  from 
Time  to  Tinae,  acquainted  the  Mayor  with  the 
Mifery  of  our  being  at  prefent  without  Quarter, 
and  thus  having  laid  threeNights,  I  was  conftrain- 
ed ta  quarter  my  Men.  without  the  Affiftance  of 
the  Magiftrates,  they  ftill  refufmg  to  give  me  any 
Affiftance  or  Directions  in  it.

•  \X7  E  having  been  often  with   the  Mayor  of 

•  ^^    this  City  for  Money  to  pay  our  Soldiers, 

•  which  was  ordered  to  be  paid  us  by  the  Gommit- 
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tec  of  the  Armjr  out  of  th^  Affeffment  of  this  Ci- 
ty, Were  ftill  delayed  frotn^ime  to  Time  j  fome- 
times  Wc  had  fair  Language,  other  Times  very 
harfh;    which  fo   much  provoked  our  Soldiers 
that,   at  feverel   Times,  we  doubted   the  Men 
would  mutiny ;    and  this  we  urged  to  prevent 
Danger,  and  to  ftir  up  the  Mayor  and  Commiffi- 
oners  to  provide  for  us.     He  anfwered.  That  if 
the  Soldiers  fhould  demean  themfelves  well,  he 
would  order  them  Pay ;  and  withal  commanded 
them  that  they  ihould  wear  no  Arms  in  the  City; 
if  they  did,  they  muft  arm  themfelves  alfo.     And 
they  have  been  fo  backward,  that  to  this  Day  lit- 
tle more  than  half  of  the  firft  fix  Months  Pay  is 
paid  to  us,  tho'  there  be  more  than  the  whole  nine 
Months  due  to  us  fince  the  15th  of  January  laft  j 
and  for  the  other  three  Months  there  is  not  any 
Thing  done  in  It ;  they  ftill  thus  delaying  us,  we 
defired  (being  unwilling   to  a£l  without  them) 
that  they  would  join  with  us  to  conftrain  the  re- 
fpe<5live  Landlords   to   credit  the  Men  till  they 
could  get  the  Money  collcfted,  which  they  pro- 
miiTed  to  do  ;  but  when  we  came  to  defire  them 
to  make  it  good,  the  Mayor  then  denied  it,  re- 
plying, they  had  better  confidered  of  it  i  and  withal 
he  told  divers  of  the  aforefaid  Landlords,  that 
they  were  not  to  truft  them,  if  they  did,  they 
fhewed  an  ill  Example  ;  and  further  told  them, 
the  Soldiers  were  quartered  by  a  particular  Order 
from  the  General.     It  was  anfwered.   Did  the 
General  a£l  any  thing  without  the  Confent  of 
the  Pai:lianient  ?  He  replied.  He  would  not  now 
difpute  it  with  us  i  and  alio  faid,  he  wondVcd 
what  Defign  we  had  to  keep  fo  many  Soldiers  in 
this  Place;  tho'  there  were  none  here  but  what 
belonged  to  this  Garrifon.

Monday^  May  8,  1648. 

T  leutenant-Colonel  Salmon^  with  other  Officers 
*^  under  Command    of  Sir   Hardrefs  Waller^ 
came  to  Mr.  Mayor's  Houfe  ofExon,  and  defired 
his  Affiftance  for  the  quartering  the  Soldiers  then 
in  or  near  the  Town,  commanded  thither  by  Sir 
Hardrefs  Waller  for  that  End,  the  Reafons  where- 
of were  demonftrated  to  the  faid  Mayor  j  who, 
amongft  many  other  Speeches  of  the  like  follow- 
ing Nature,  did  anfwcr  to  the  abovefaid  Defire  of 
Lieutenant-Colonel  Salmoity  That  we  (wz,  the 
Officers  and  Soldiers)  came  hither  to  furprizethe 
City;  and  if  he  had  known  of  our  coming  fooncr 
he  would  have  kept  us  out:  And  moreover  faid^ 
That  we  are  not  to  be  trufted;  and  that  he 
looked  upon  us  as  Enemies,   &fr.     And   Mr. 
Clarkiy  jun.  a  Member  of  the  Parliament,  did  fay^ 
to  the  fame  Effefi;  adding,  That  we  (meaning 
the  Army  under  the  Command  of  the  Lord  Fair- 
fax)  had  done  na  Service  for  the  Parliament.  He' 
did  further  fay  to  Captain  Defboroughy  then  pre- 
fent,  that  if  he  were  a  Member  of  thS'Army  when 
the  Remonftrances  were  made  at  Hammerfmith^ 
that  then  he  was  one  of  them  which  would  have 
pulled  the  Parliament  out  by  the  Ears.  The  Mayor 
abovefaid  did  further  fay.  That  he  cared  not  for 
Sir  Hardrefs  Waller^ s  Orders  concerning  Quarter- 
ing.    Mr.  Clarke  added,  That  if  the  Lord-Gene- 
ral himfelf  did  come  to  the  City  to  quarter  as  we 
did,  he  would  oppofe  him  ;  and  that  the  late  Or- 
dinance of  Parliament  about  Quartering  was  no 
Ordinance  of  Parliament,  but  the  General's  and 
Army's.     This  is  a  true  Information  of  fome  ob-^ 
fervable  Paffages  which  were  then  fpoken;  all

r\N  Monday  the  8th  of  this  Inftant  May^ 
^^^  coming  with  Lieutenant- Colonel  Salmon  and 
other  Oi^cers  to  the  Mayor's  Houfe  at  Exon^ 
where  we  defired  Direftions  and  Affiftance  from 
him  for  quartering  of  the  fix  Companies  then 
come  Into  the  City  with  usj  at  that  Time  and 
Place  the  faid  now  Mayor  of  Exon  faid,  That  he 
had  appointed  the  Gates  to  be  (hut  when  he  heard

diers, the  Mayor  told  u^,  That  the  Aldermen  and 
Comrhon  Council-Meij  had  agreed  with  himfelf, 
that  he  fhould  not  aifift  us  iji^  Quartering,  fie  fur- 
ther faid.

That,  by  this 
laft  Reafon,  they  might  lay  afide  the  Scriptures, 
which  were  frequently  and  varioufly  mifinterpreted 
by  Hereticks  and  Schiftnaticks :  If  the  Covenant, 
in  its  own  Nature,  was  the  Caufe  of  Infurredlions, 
it  was  unwifely  done  of  the  Parliament  to  impofe 
ft  upon  Men  j  and  to  tie  them,  by  Vow,  to  defend 
it,  and  one  another  in  Defence  of  it,  with  their 
Lives  and  Fortunes  ;  That  whatfoever  Number  of 
armed  Men  fliould  gather  together  in  Defence  of  . 
the  King's  Perfori,  Crown,  and  Dignity  ;  or  of 
Religion,  Laws,  Liberties,  or  Privileges  of  Parlia- 
ment, according  to  the  faid  Covenant,  they  have  the 
Authority  of  Parliament,  nay  of  Heaven,  where  their 
Vow  is  recorded,  for  what  th^y  do  j  and  cannot  be 
faid  to  rebel,  or  war  againft  the  Parliament,  buta- 
gainft  a.Fa£bion ;  who>  having  deferted  or  never  ta- 
\  ken  the  Covenant,  do  now,  to  carry  on  new  Defigns 
for  their  own  Advantage,  mifapply  the  Title  of  Ma- 
lignant and  Rebel  to  thofe  which  nght  for  the  C6ve<^ 
nant,  becaufe  they  will  not  change  their  Principles 
with  them  for  Company.  That  upon  this  Ground 
5  only 
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ilft.»4  Car.t*  only'were  the  four  Aldermen,  the  feven  Lords,  Sir 
t  ^  »  yohnMaynard^  &c,  impeached  and  imprifoned,  only 
J«K.  f^*"  ^^^^  Aftions  :is  the  Covenant,  which  they  took 
by  Authority  of  Parliament,  bound  them  in  Cdn- 
icience  unto ;  and  for  which  they  had  a  fpecial  Or- 
dinance of  Parliament  made  this  very  Seffion  ;  and 
not  to  raife  a  new  War,  as  was  fcandaloufly  ^nd 
violently  enforced  upon  them  ;  for,  had  it  come 
to  a  new  War,  it  muft  have  been  laid  at 
their  Doors  that  fubvert  the  Principles  of  theCove- 
nant»  Many  have  takeii'  the  Covenant  in  Obe- 
dience to  you,  and  are  bound  up  by  it,  and  accufe 
them  of  Treafon  that  endeavour  to  keep  it,  is  very 
unjuft.  You  have  lately  proniifed  the  Scots^  that 
you  will  adhere  to  the  Covenant :  How  can  they 
believe  this,  unlefs  you  enjoin  all  to  take  it  f  And 
fo  long  as  you  put  all  the  Arms,  Garrifons;,  and 
Ships  of  the  Kingdom,  and  ajl  Places  of  Power, 
Profit  and  Preferment,  into  the  Hands  of  Schifiria- 
ticks  and  Antimonarchifts,  whofe  Principles  and 
A&ings  run  counter  to  the  Covenant  5  and  fuch  as 
talk  much  of  your  Service,  but  have  done  only 
Aeir  own  j  in  order  to  which  they  rcfufed  to  obey 
you  and  difband  >  they  raviflied  the  King  from  you 
•at  Holdenby-y  kept  you  in  Ward'fliip  ever  fince  ;^  ^d 
dilhonoured  and  brought  you  low  with  treafohablc^ 
icandalous,  threatenings  Engagements,  Declara- 
tions, Remonftrances,  and  other  Papers  ?  Our  Au- 
thor concludes  \yith  faying,  Thbfe  that  would  have 
the  Covenant  current,  could  not  get  the  Queftion 
put :  And  it  appears  by  thd  "Journals^  that  the  pre- 
vious Queftion  upon  this  Motion  was  carried  in  the 
Negative  by  84  Vxjices  againft  54.  The  Tellers 
'  in  favour  of  the  Motion,  Sir  Samuel  Luke^  and  Sir 
%A«  iJorihcoU :  Againft  it,  Colonel  Pcpham  and 
Colonel  Norton.

*  About  one  of  the  Clock   in  the  Afternoonj  Andtponanla- 
moft  of  the  Members  being  gone  to  Dinner,  and  ^^J?"^^»^*^«^^^ 
very  few  Prefbytcrians  left,  the  Speaker  of  the  Houfe^jj^  ^In^ 
of  Commons  ftood  up  and  told  them.  That  he  had 
received  Letters  from  Richard  OJborne^   (he  that 
projected  to  deliver  the  King  out  of  the  Cuftody  of 
Colonel  Hammmdzt,  Cari/brooh-CaftIt)  but  that  he 
conceived  they  tended  only  to  the  fctting  of  us  alto- 
gether by  the  Ears;    and  propounded,  .Whether - 
they  (houtd  be  read  or  no  ?

cd  the  'Honottf  and  Credit  of  the  Navigatfoh  aii'd 
Mariners  of  this  Kingdom ;  and,-  as  mtidh  as  in 
them  lay,  .betrayed  the  public  Intereft  and  Xi- 
berties  thereof,  and  retarded 'thofe  Ends  of  an 
happy  Peace  which  the  Parliament  have  ever  por-. 
fued,  and  now  are  inore  especially  employed  ih  2 
And  although  both  Houf^s  of  Parliament  liave^ 
after  an  Ad  of  Indemnity  already  ofiered,  good 
Reaibns  to  proceed  to  the  reducing  of  them  by.

Vote  fent  up  this  Day  from  the  Commons,  declar-  wh^uwmAe 
ing,  *  That  all  fuch  Perfons  of  this  Kingdom,  who  ^^^^ 
have  invited  the  ScoU  Army  now  in  Englandy  under  coqim«ii  a- 
the  Command  of  the  Duke  of  Hamilton^  to  come  g^inft  foci^  at  m* 
into  this  Kingdom,  or  haveaffifted  that  Army,  ar©^*^  ^^^^ 
Traitors,  and  fhall  be  proceeded  againft  as  fuch,*    ""^* 
was  alfo  read.    And  the  Queftion  being  put.  Whe- 
ther tp  agree  to  this  Vote  ?    it  paflled  in  die  Ne- 
gative :   But  the  Earls  of  Pembroke^  Salijburyy  and 
Jkfulgrave^  the  Lord  Vifcount  Say  and  SeUy  and 
the  Lord  Howard  of  EJkrickey   entered  tlieir  Dif- 
fent. 

It  was  then  ordered  that  a  Meflage  be  fent  to

the  Lords  had  ordered  it  to  be  printed,  the  Com- 
mons allowed  it  a  Reading  in  their  Houfe.    A  Cir- 
cumftance  which  ftands  confirmed  by  the  JoumaU 
of  the  2iftand  22d  of  this  Month.

,  A  FTER  fd  long  Continuance  of  the  fad  Cala- 
^*  mities  tl\at  have  almoft  wafted  thefe  three 
Kingdoms,  and  the  uninterrupted  Endeavours  of 
this  Nation  to  have  all  the  Caufes  of  them  remo- 
ved, we  cannot  poffibly  exprefs  with  what  Grief 
of  Soul  we  find  them  ftill  mo|:e  likely  to  be  in- 
creafed  than  diminiflied  ;  neither  did  any  Part 
of  our  former  Sufferings  more  deeply  afljidl  us, 
than  again  to  be  neceffitated  to  Expreffions  and 
Anions,  that,  by  fome,  will  rather  be  looked 
upon  as  Incentives  of  new  Troubles,  than  Means 
to  quiet  and  calm  the  prefent  Difteqipers :

*  Although  we  fhall  not  iticntion  what  Succeis 
that  Army  had,  what  Blood  they  loft  both  in 
Scotland  and  England^  what  Hardihips  th€y  en- 
dured, and  how  much  this  Kingdom  was  there- 
by impoveriihed ;  yet  we  cannot  bu^  remember 
how  that,  by  the  bleffing  of  God  upon  the  joint 
Councils  and  Forces  of  both  Kingdoms,  the  two 
Houfes  of  Parliament  were  recovered  into  a  Con- 
dition of  making  good  thofe  Engagements ;  and 
with  what  Unity  both  Kingdoms  proceeded  to-

merly agreed  on  by  both  KingdomSt  and  treated

fettling  a  fafe  and  well-grounded  Peace,  and  free 
Accefs  of  all  employed  by  this  Kingdom  to  his 
Majefty)  the  Armies  of  Scotland  returned  from 
England^    and  left  the  King  With  the  Engtijb 
Commiffioncrs  ;  moft  of  our  Army  were  imme-*

ahd  that  they  muft  take  extraordinary  Courfes  : 

Tfaiis  they  force  the  Houfes  to  recal  their  Votes 

for  a  Committee, of  Safety,  and  to  difband  what 

Forces  they  had  drawn  together  under  Prefby- 

terian  Oftcers  5  they  compel  the  eleven  Members 

to  withdraw  from  their  Attendance  in  the  Houfe : 

And, the  Militia  oi  London^  at  the  unanimous  De-* 

fire  of  the  Common-Council,  being  then  fettled  in 

Ac  Hands  of  fucb.  Perfons  as  the  City  might  moft 

c6nfide  in,  the  A^my,  to  perfefl:  their  Defigns 

apon  them.,  ienforced  the  Houfes  to  a  new  Model 

of  that  Militia. 

*  Having  thus  In  their  Power  the  Perfon  of  his 
Majefty,  and  having  over-awed  the  Parliament 
and  City,  they  difperfe  themfelves  in  the  feveral 
Cduhties^  about.  Z0m/<?/2;  lift  and  raife  daily  more 
Forces ;  and  refolve  to  fettle,  or  rather  alter  and 
iubvert.  Religion  and  Government  after  their  own 
Will ;  as  is  held  forth  in  their  Proposals  which 
they  fiift  prefented  to  his  Majefty,  and  after^ 
wards  fent  to  the  Houfes,  as  that  which  they 
would  have  the  Ground  of  Peace :  But  the  City 
was  fo  enraged  at  the  Change  of  their  Militia^ 
that  th^y  come  down  to  JVeftmnJler  to  petition 
againft  it ;  and  the  Trentices,  who  had  learned 
from  the  Army  the  powerfulleft  Argumients  to 
perfuadf,  camyp  in  Multitudes,  and  prefTed  the 
granting  of  the  Common-Councirs  Petition. 

•  Thus,  on  the  26th  of  3^11/^,  1647,  the  Houfes 
again  fettled  the  Militia  as  formerly  \  many  in 
London  entered  into  an  Engagement,  but  the 
Militia  of  London  qjuieted  all  Tumults,  fettled 
orderly  Guards,  and  next  Day  the  Houfe  cyf 
Commons  fat  quietly  :  Yet  it  was  refolved  by 
that  Party,  that  the  two  Speakers  and  the  Friend^ 
of  the  Army  ihould  fly  thither^  which  they'  did^ 
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the  Houfes  notwithftanding  fat,  chofe  new  Speak-^ 
erSy  revived  the  Committee  of  Safety,  and  put 
themfelves  in  a  Pofture  of  Defence ;  and,  upon 
the  Defires  of  the  Commiffioners  of  this  King- 
dom, they  invited  his  Majefty  to  come  to  Lph^ 
don  with  Honour,  Freedom,  and  Safety. 
*  The  Army  hereupon  diew  together;  refufed  to 
Q^n  the  Parliament ;  declared  againft  them ;  print- 
ed their  own  Propofiils  ;    cried  out  againft  a  nevir 
War.     In  the  me^n  Time  they  and  their  Friends 
that  fled  to  them,  being  engaged  by  Writing  to 
live  and  die  together,   marched  up  againft  the 
Parliament  and  City,  who  feemed  to  have  been 
in  a  Readinefs  to  oppofe  them ;  until,  by  the  En- 
deavours of  fome  that  were  better  Friends  to  the 
Sectaries  than  to  the  Parliament  and  City,  by  their 
many  Addrefles  to  the  Army  and  Returns,  the 
City  was  furrendered ;  and  the  Se£bries,  having 
brought  up  the  Speakers  and  Members  that  fled 
to  them,  marched  in  Triumph  through  London 
with  Laurel  in  their  Hats.     Sir  Thomas  Fairfax 
was  made  Captain-General  of  all  England^  Con* 
ftable  of  the  Tower  of  London^  and  Commander 
of  all  the  Garrifon$  of  England :    He  put  out  an 
boneft  faithful  Citizen,  and  put  in  a   Seftary- 
Lieutenant  of  the  Tower  y  and  then  they  fell  a- 
frefli  upon  purging  of  the  Houfe,  as  they  called  it ; 
feven  Lords  were  impeaqhed  of  a  ne#  pretended 
Treafon;    the  eleven  Meftibers  forced  to  fly; 
and,  after  a  Fortnight's  Debate,  being  often  car- 
ried in  the  Negative,-^  (for  a  little  Liberty  yet  re- 
mained) at  laft,  by  a  threatening  Declaration  from 
the  Army,  and  the  Swordfmen's  coming  into  the 
Houfe,  all  Orders  paft  in  Abfence  of  the   old 
Speakers  were  repealed^  fome  of  the  moft  a£live 
of  the  Houfes,  the  Lord  Mayor,   three  honeft 
Aldermep,  and  diyers  Common-Couniellors  of 
London,  charged  and  imprifoned  ^  the  Officers  of 
the  City  altered ;  and  all  upon  a  general  Accufa- 
tiph  for  levying  a  new  War :  But,  indeed,  really^ 
for  being  zealous  for  the  Ends  of  the  Covenant^ 
and  for  defence  of  the  Privileges,  yea^  the  Being

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^  pf  the  Partiament,  agatnft  the  Violence  and  In- An 
T  iblence  of  this  Schifmatic  Army. 

*  The  Liberty  of  the  Parliament  wa9  thu$  de- 

*  ftroyed  by:  their  own  Seryartts,- contrary  to  their 
^  many  Profeffions ;   the  famous  City  of  Lpndofi 

*  enflaved  to  Se^tariesyand  not  only  thofe  Privileges 
^  taken  from  them^  which,  by  their  Fmthfulnefs  to 
^  the  I^arliament^  and  with  Expeiic^  of  fo  much 
^,  Blood  and  iV^ure,  they  had  merited^  but  evei^ 
^  their  ancient  Liberties  trodde;i  on ;  and  all  Thii^s 

*  governed  at  Wiftitinjlir  and  London  according 
'  to  Orders  from  the  Court  of  War^  who  alfo,  b/ 
^  a  reigning  Spirit  of  levelling  Democracy,  were^

*  Wc  fliall  not  need  to  repeat  the  Jeflloufie^ 
they  created  and  fomented  agafnft  Scotland  and 
the  Scots  Commiffioners,  and  our  Army  whilft  it 
Was  there }  how  they  withheld  the  Maintensnce 

'  from  them  due  by  the  Treaty,  that  by  ftec 
Quarter  they  tfiight  grow  burthenlbme  and  odi* 
•  ous  to  the  Country  :  Nor  need  we  now  to  men^ 
tton  any  Violation  of  the  Large  Treaty,  concern- 
ing the  Remainder  of  Money  due  upon  the  Bro- 
«  therly  Affifbnce,  nor  of  the  Money  due  by  Treaty 
*-  for  our  Army  in  Ireland^  or  by  the  late  Tv-eaty  up*

the  Crown  of  England^  who  fo  long  infefted  us, 

*  Wc  have  already  declared  what  Bteaches'theV 
hjive  made  of  the  folemn  Engagements  for  th 
King ;  and  when  our  Commiffioners  att  London 
demanded  Whether  the  Votes  agalnft  all  Appli- 
cation to  his  Majefty  did  extend  to  His  Subjects 
of  Scotiandj  to  debar  fuch  as  arc  warranted  by 
the  J^arliamcnt  of  this  Kingdotn^ 'cr  their  Com*-*

«idie:27th  <^f  January^  1^479  ^  the  contrary}  but 
;  evert  the  .£arl  of  LauderdaUy  a  public  Minifter' 
'of  this  Kingdom,  contrary  to  that  Engagement 
asid  to.the  Law  of  Nations,  was  violently  remov-*  ^ 
dd  by  a  PaH^  of  the  Army  from  W9chume^  where 
his  Majefty  then  was,  and  not  fiiffered  to  have* 
Accefe  t6.  bims   and  though  Reparation  was- 
theretir  defired  by  the  laft  Committee  of  Eflates, 
yet  Aohe  was  giveiL     And  alfho%  by  the  eighth 
Article;  of  the  Treaty,  1643,  it  is  agreed,  l^hat  ^ 
no  Ciffution^  Pacifoatieny  mr  Agnenuntfir  Peace 
vnhaifuver^  JhaU  be  made  by  either  Khgdom^  or  the 
Armies  of  either  itingdomj  UHtbout  the  mutual  AJ-- 
vice  and  Cwfint  of  both  Kingdoms^   (which  £n<« 
gagement  the  Houfes  of  ParUao&ent  alfo  repeated 
in  their  Letter  .of  the  ajth  of  yamunjj  1647^ 
to  obierve  that  Article,  after  the  Removal  of  oui^ 
Armv-  out  of  England)  yet  contrary  thereunto, 
the  Se<^aries  and  their  Adherents  framed  Propo^ 
fals^  deftrudive  to  the  Ends  of  the  Covenant, 
which  were  prefented  to  his  Majefty- without  the 
Advice  or  Confent  of  the  Kingdom  of  Scothmdg 
>uid    having    cunningly    inferted  therein  fotne 
Things  mokc  pleafing  to  his  Majefty  than  At 
Prop<i^on9of  both  fLingdoms  were^  it  was  their 
Study  to  perfuade  his  Majefty,  in  his  Anfwer  td 
^leir  Proportions  at  Hampton'-Courty  to  thro# 
hinofelf  on  their  Propo&ls,  and  thereby  unfatisfjr 
both  hie  Kingdoms ;  which,  as  ibon  as  the  Kin^' 
had  done,  they  themfelvas  laid  them  aiidei^  and 
ufed  his  Ms^efty  as  we  hive  before  expreffed* 
<  And  whereas  the  Houfes  of  Pailiament,  whilft 
in  Liberty,  made  it  their  Work  £rft  to  difhand 
Army  before  any  Applications  to  be  made  t6 
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his  Majefty ;  the  Indqiendent  Party,  having  the 
King  within  the  Quarters  of  their  Army,  aivi  the 
City  reduced,  preiTed  vehemently  the  lending  of 
the  Propofitions  of  both  Kingdoms,  whilft  them- 
felves  were  fafteft  trtnlceting  with  their  PropoiaIs# 
A  ihort  and  peremptory  Day  was  fet  for  die  Deli- 
.  very  of  the  Propofitions,  without  the  Advice  or 
.  Confent  of  the  Commii&ontrs  of  the  Kingdom  of 
Scotland^  then  at  London ;  and  Inftrudibns  given, 
that  if  the  Siots  Commiflioners  were  not  prefent 
that  Day,  the  Propofitions  fhpuld  neverthelefs  be 
delivered  without  them :    And  as  we  have  great 
Reafon  to  believe  that  it  was  the  Study  of  the 
Se£laries,  and  thofe  that  were  their  Inftruments 
in  that  Treaty,  that  his  Majefty  ihould  not  latisfy^ 
.  his  Parliaments  by  his  Anfwer  ;   yet^  upon  that 
Anfwer,  by  the  rower  and  Prevalency  of  that 
Party,  the  Parliament  laid' afide  the  Propofidons 
agreed  on  by  both  Kingdoms ;   aiid  have,  con-* 
trary  to  the  Treaty,  framed  and  prefented  Pio- 
•  pofitions  and  Bills  to  bis  Majefty,  againft  which 
'  the  Commiflioners  of  this  Kingdom  declared^  and 
thereafter^  by  Order,  according  to  their  Inftnic- 
lions,  protefted  againft  them  in  the  Ifle  of  Wlght^ 
as  being  deftruAive  to  Religion,  the  Crown,  and 
Union  of  the  Kingdoms  i  as  may  at  large  be  feen 
in  that  printed  Anfwer  to  the  New  Propofitions, 
which  die  Parliament  here  have  owned  and  ap- 
proved as  the  Senfe  of  this  Kingdom,  and  which 
we  hold  as  if  here  repeated  (r). 
*  The  Parliament  of  this  Kingdom  taking  into 
dieir  Confideration  the  Dangers  thus  threatening 
Religion,  his  Majefty's  Sacred  Perfon  and  Pofte^ 
rity,  yea.  Monarchy  and  all  Government  \  how 
that,  by  the  Injuftice,  Violence,  and  Treachery 
of  the  Independents,  and  their  Adherents  in  Par* 
liament  and  Army,  the  Covenant  was  laid  afide  ^ 
all  the  Ends  of  it  fruftrated  \  Toleration  counte* 
nanced,  and,  by  the  new  Propofitions,  endea** 
.  vouFQd  to  be  fettled ;  his  Majeftyimprtfoned,  and 
fuch  Height  of  Infolences  committed  againft  him) 
.  the  Privileges,  yea,  the  Being,  of  the  Parliament 
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in  a  Manner  deftroyed,  and  the  Foundations  of  ItAo*  »♦  Car.  t. 
razed ;  the  famous  City  of  LoTidorty  to  which  this        '***' 
Nation  and  all  that  are  faithful  in  this  Caufe  muft 
needs  acknowledge  great  Obligations,  enflaved; 
its  Liberties  trodden  on,  and  many  of  the  beft 
affe£ked  to  the  Covenant  in  Parliament  and  Cit)^^ 
'for  their  Fidelity,  perfecuted  and  driven  away; 
tfie  Treaties  widi,  and  Engagements  to,  this  Na- 
tion broken  ;    the  public  Faith  of  England^  yea^ 
almoft  all  Laws,  Divine  and  Human,  violated'; 
the  People  of  England  oppreffed  with  free  Quaf- 
ter  and  Taxes ;    and  the  Union  and  brotherly 
Correfpondence  betwixt  the   Kingdoms   much 
weakened  and  endeavoured  to  be  taken  away': 
And  being  very  icnfible  of  the  many  Injuries  and 
Affronts  done  to  thisNation,  their  Armv,  aitd  thofe 
employed  by  them ;  weighing  alfo  well  how  fruit- 
lefs  all  their  Endeavours  by  way  of  l(^reaties  and 
Meflages,  for  curing  tho(«  Evils  and  removing^ 
thofe  Diflferehces,    had  proven,  and  how  little 
Regard  was  had  to  our  Commiflioners  and  their 
Endeavours  at  London  of  late ;  (hey  thought  it  high 
Time  to  look  to  their  own  Prefervation,  and  u> 
put  this  Kingdom  into  a  Pofture  of  Arms  :  Yet^ 
before  any  further  Engagement,  they  refolved  to 
try  if,  by  the  three  juft  and  neceflary  Demands^ 
of  the  26th  of  Jpril  IsUl,  made  to  the  Houfes  of 
Parliament,  it  were  poffible,  in  an  amicable  Way^ 
to  compofc  thofe  Differences,  and  provide  for  the 
Security  of  Religion,  of  his  Majefty,  and  of  thjs 
Peace  and  Union  of  the  Kingdoms ;  to  the  which 
ha<i  a  fatisf^ory  Anfwer  been  returned,  all  the 
Inconveniences  that  may  enfue  might  have  been 
prevented,  which  we  have  ftill,  fmce  that  Time, 
patiently  expelled. 

^  But,  mftead  of  Security  to  Religion  according 
to  the  Covenant,  againft  the  Dangers  on  all 
Hands  ;  inftead  of  freeing  his  Majefty  from  his 
bafe  Imprifonment,  that  he  may  come  to  fomo 
of  his  Houfes  in  or  near  Lond$n  with  Honour^ 
Freedom,  and  Safety,  where  both  Kingdoms 
may  make  their  Applications  to  him  for  fettling 
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lR.cHgion  and  a  well-grounded  Peace ;  inftead  af 
dilbanding  the  Army  of  Sedaries  by  whofe  Power, 
and  Tyranny  all  thefe  Evils  were  Come  upon  u$, 
and  further  threaten  us ;  without  taking  any  No« 
tice  at  all  of  what,  upon  fo  jufl:  and  neceiTary 
Grounds,  we  demanded  ;    without  any  Repara- 
tion made  for  the  many  Injuries  done  to  this 
Kingdom  and  thofe  employed  by  them,  or  any 
Anfwer  to  that  Demand  made  by  our  Commif* 
fioners,  Whether  it  was  intended  that  his  Majeftjr 
fhould  be  debarred  from  cxercifing  any  Aft  of  Go- 
vernment in  relation  to  this  Kingdom  ?  Or  whe- 
ther Scot/meftj  employed  and  allowed  by  Scodan^ 
might  have  free  Accefs  to  him  ?  Inftead,  we  fay, 
of  all  thefe,  we  have  received  three  Propofitions 
to  be  prefented  to  his  Majefty,  that  after  his  Ma- 
jefty's  Aflent  thereto,  and  to  fuch  A^s  of  Parlia- 
ment as  Ihall  be  offered  by  both  Houfes  for  Con- 
firmation thereof,  then  both  Hdufes  will  treat 
with  his  Majefty  (without  telling  him  or  us  where,* 
or  with  what  Security  to  either)  concerning  the 
future  Settlement  of  the  Government  of  the 
Church  and  Settlement  of  the  Militia,  and  the 
reft   of   the  Propofitions  formerly   tendered   at 
Hampton-Court ;    with  a  Dcfire  from  the  EngUfi^ 
Commiffioners  refiding  here,  for  us  to  prepare 
fuch  Propofitions  as  we  (hall  judge  fit  and  necef- 
fary  for  this  Kingdom,  that  they  may  be  fent  to 
his  Majefty  with  all  convenient  Speed.     They 
did  alfo  communicate  to  us  fome  Votes  of  the 
two  Houfes  ;  and  the  Committee  of  Eftates  told 
them.  That  they  could  return  no  Anfwer  till  firft 
they  received  Satisfaftion  to  the  Demands  of  this 
Kingdom  of  the  26th  oi  April.     Aiid  thefe  are 
as  little  fatisfied ;    Reh'gion,  the  King,  and  his 
Kingdoms  as  little  fecu red  J  and  the  fol id  Grounds 
of  a  religious  and  good  Peace,  as  little  provided^ 
for  now  as  formerly,  . 

*  We  (hall  not  much  in(ift  upon  the  Particulars 
of  thefe  Three  Propofitions  ;  Our  Commiflioners' 
did,  on  fome  of  them,  fo  fully  exprefs  themfelves, 
efpecially  that  of  the  Militia,  in  their  late  An-' 
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^''iwcr  to  the  Propofitions  before  they  went  to  flic  An.  t4-^«^  K 
Iflc  of  ff^ghty  which  we  here  hold  as  repeated ; 
but  wc  cannbt  conceal  how  very  unfatisfa^lory 
that  concerning  Religion  is  !j  and  wc  are  forry  to 
lee  other  Interefts  ftill  fo  carefally  provided  for, 
ami  fo  liitle  Security  to  Religion;  which,  indeed, 
v.t.s  the  main  and  principal  Caufe  of  our  Engage* 
ment  in  the  late  Wars^  In  thefii  Pfopofitiohs  wd 
illll  find  the  Covenant  omitted,  one  End  of  it 
only  mentioned  by  way  of  Narrative,  and  thd 
Propofitions  for  Uniformity  according  to  the  Co*> 
venant,  with  all  the  other  (^ropoiitiops  of  Reli^ 
gion,  left  to  the  future  \preaty.  And  all  thati| 
now  defired,  is,  that  Prefbyterial  Government  b^ 
confirmed  by  Ad  of  Parliament,  in  fuch  Manner 
as  both  Houfes  of  Parliament  have  agreed  in  fede- 
ral Ordinances  of  Parliament ;  that  is  to  fay,  £sf^. 
^  TheConimjffioncrs  of  th^  Parliament  and  Ger 
neral  AfTemUy  of  this  Kingdom  have  feveral 
Times  expreiTed  their  Senfe  of  thefe  QrdinanceS| 
which  we  {hall  not  here  repeat :  But  we  doubt 
this  new  Etcafera  is  of  a  larger  £)ctent,  and  re- 
lates to  that  impious  Toleration,  iettled  by  both 
Houfes,  fo  cqntrary  to  the  Covenant,  fo  deftruc-* 
tiveto  the  Ends  ot  it,  and,  for  ought  we  know, 
not  yet  repealed ;  againft  which  this  Kingdom 
hath  fa  fully  declared  in  the  afore-mentibned  Ah? 
fwcr  to  the  new  Propofitions  j  for  it  was  then 
brought  in  as  a  Part  of  the  Proportion  for  fettling 
Prclbyterial  Government,  as  the  Way  that  both 
the  Houfes  then  agreed  to,  And  feeing  the  fame 
over-awing  Power  continues,  which  firil  brought 
in  that  Toleration  avowedly,  we  have  Reafon  to 
apprehend  it  (lill  remains  i  but  it  is  now  covered 
and  rolled  up  in  this  new  ptc^tera ;  apd  we  have 
the  greater  Reafon  to  b^  unfatisfied,  in  thatPref- 
byterial  Government  is  only  demanded  for  three 
Years  ;*and,  in  the  End  of  the  Propofirioift,  it 
is  profeiTed,  That  the  Houfes  will  treat  with  his 
^  Majefty  concerning  the  future  Settlement  of  the 
f  Government  of  the  Church,  without  relating  the 
^  Covenant  as  a  Rule  of  that  Goyerpment,  or  the 
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fuBu  S4  Cic.  I.  f  Fropofitidns  formerly  agreed  upon  by  both  Kihgv 
^^'     ^  *  doms ;  but  in  fuch  a  general  Way  as  may  over- 
^^^  *•'  '  throw  all  the  Reformation  eftabliflied,  and  open 
5  a  Door  to  Hierarchy  or  Anarchy,  to  Epifcopacy; 

<  Indepcndepcy,  and  to  Tolefation ;  ail  abjured  in 
f  our  oolemn  Cpvenant. 

*  And  feeing  no  Satisfaction  is  given  to  the  fo  juft 
~f  and  neceflary  Pemands  of  the  Parliament,  of  the 

<  26th  of  Jpril^  either  for  Religion  or  the  King'^ 
f  Majefty ;  but  that  Religion  is  ftill  in  as  much 
*'  Has^ara  as  ever;  the  King  ftill  barbaroufly  detainr 
^ed  in  hi$  bafe  Imprifonment,  and,  as  we  are  cre^ 
§,  dibly  informed)  daily  in  Danger  of  his  Life  by 
^  Treachery  and  Poifon;  and  that  ArmyofSedarier. 
f  the  great  Caufe  of  all  our  £vils  and  Dangers,  ftill 
.*«kept  up,  ftrengthened,  and  a  great  Part  of  it  now 
.i  marchedxlofe  to  our  Borders ;  tho*  this  Kingdom 
f  (ball  never  be  averfe  from  giving  and  receiving  mu- 
f,  tual  Satisfadion  by  Treaty,  yet  we  cannot  tgree  to 
}  thefe  PropofitionS)  nor  join  with  the  two  Houfcs 

*  in  prefentii)g  of  them  to  his  Majefty,  whilft  nei* 
f  ther  King  nor  Parliament  enjoy  their  Liberties. 

*  Wherefore  we  can  no  longer,  as  unconcerned 
f  Spedators,  be  Witnefles  to  the  Lofs  and  Ruin 
^  of  all,  which,  by  the  Oath  of  God  that  lies  upoQ 
^  us  in  our  Solemn  League  and  Covenant,  and  by 

*  many  other  Obligations,  we  are  bound  to  endea* 

*  vovr  to  prefcrv^  :   And  the  Ends  being  now  the 

*  fame  for  which  we  were  invited,  and  in  Profc- 
f  cution'  whereof  we  have  loft  fo  much  Blood,  did

.  *  ged  by  the  joint  Declaration  of  both  Kingdoms,

^  for  the  prefent  and  future  Generations ;  being  alfo 
^  invited  thereunto  by  maiiy  of  that  Kingdom  joinr 
f  €tl  in  Covenant  with  us,  our  Forces  are  again  ii| 
f  England'^  and,  in  Difcharge  of  our  Duties  to 
f  God,  our  native  King,  our  own  Country,  and 
f  oof  Brethren  in  England^  we  have  undertaken  tfeis

^  ing,  by  the  Malice  of  our  Enemies,  many  fcan- 
^  dalous  and  falfe  Afperfions  are  caft  upon  us,  ou^ 
^  Anions  and  Intentions  traduced,  and  Jealoufies 

«  f  raifed  in  the  Minds  of  many  good,  though  too 
.  f  credulous.  Men,  both  at  home  and  abroad  ;  for 
^  Satisfii£tion  of  all  that  are  fatisfiable,  and  to  wit- 
'  nefs  the  Sincerity  of  our  Intentions  and  Refolu- 
f  tions,  we  fhall  here  repeat  our  moft  material  De* 
>  fires,  and  the  Grounds  of  our  Undertakings. 

^  And,  ifty  -we  declare  before  God  and  all  the

^  and  conft^dy,  to  maintain  and  preferve  invio-

^  and  all  that  is  deareft  unto  us,  the  Reformation 

*  of  Religion,  in  Doftrine,  Worlhip,  Difcipline,

We'fliall  conclude  our  Account  of  the  Proceed- 
ings of  this  Month  with  a  Speech  made  by  Sir  JohH 
Maynard^  (one  of  the  Eleven  Members  aceufecf 
by  the  Army,  and  lately  reftored  to  his  Seat  in  the 
Jloufe)  on  behalf  of  the  famous  Colonel  John  Lil-^ 
hurne^  of  whotb  frequent  Notice  has  been  takeil 
in  this  Parliament.  The  laft  Mcintion  we  made  of 
him  was  in  July  1646  (%},  when  he  was  fentenced 
by  the  Houfe  of  Lords  t6  pay  a  Fine  of  4000  /. 
and  to  be  committed  to  the  Towet"  for  feven  Years,  ^ 

where  he  had  continued  Prifoner  ever  fince,  altho* 
many  Attempts  had  been  made  In  Pariiament  for 
his  Releafe. 

This  Speech  made  by  a  Member  of  fb  great 
Eminence,  and  which  is  a  fummary  Recapitula- 
tion of  Col.  Lilium/s  whcle  Cafe,  we  /find  nb 
where  but  in  our  own  Colle£Ubn  of  Pamphlets  (a) :

di-Tabky  is  not  inferior  to  it. 

'  I  pray  let  us  remember,  and  apply  it  to  our<* 
felres,  how  dang<»rous  and  fadd  it  hath  ever  been 
for  Kings  to  extend  and  ftretch  their  Prerogativca 
above,  and  beyond.

knew  nothing  to  the  contrary  but  thiit  he  Was 
as  well  able  to  govern  the  Kingdom  ils  either  of 
them  :  80  that  in  all  his  Difcourfe  nothing  more 
appeareth  than  his  feeking  after  the  Govei-nment 
of  King,  Parliament^ City,  and  KingdMi  i  Yor'the 
effecting  whereof  he  thought  it  lieceilary,  and 
delivereth  it  as  his  Judgihent^  that  a  confidetable 
Party  of  the  chief  Citizens  bf  Ldndon^  and  ioine 
of  every  County,  be  clapt  up  in  Caflles  and  Gar* 
rifons^  for  the  more  quiet  anid  fubmiflive  Carriage 
of  eVery  Place  to  which  they  belong.

ON  Monday  the  7th  of  Auguji  wc  addrefled 
ourfelves  to  the  King,  to  deliver  the  feve- 
ral  yotes  of  both  Houfes ;  and,  after  having  read 
them,  V9fi  told  his  Majefty  we  had' but  ten  Days 
for  going,  ftayirig,  and  returning.  His  Majefty 
was  pleafed  to  alk^  Whether  the  ten  Days*  were 
not  to  be  accounted- from  the  Delivery  of  the 
Meffage?  we  anfwered,  No;  and  that  they  were 
to  be  accounted  from  Friday^  the  Day  of  our  fet- 
ting  forth.
